Which aſthonck 
it hath bene fGendy proucd $& mavifelly ſhew 
ed in ſo many treatiſesas hereof have bene wrortE 
heretofore: yet neither could there be that autority 
which is here: : neither { populer manet of hand- 
ng, ſo eaſy to bevrderſt5od and Fully 'conceiued 
of all ſorties of people. For htee is plainly ſet downe 
vnto'me learned and vnlearned the grave decifion 
of moſtlearned Prelatcs arid Fathers,ſceking to in- 
tru thoſe which deuoutly and bumbly fought 
the truth: but in other bookes Which afterward 
haue come abrode,the malapertfaucines & haugh 
y captiouiſnes of proud aduerfaries was to be con- 
ated and confounded.
